Whipped to final action by an 


aroused public opinion and the Presi- 
dent's charge that its "long continued 
delays" have highly accelerated the 
downward movement or the country's 
business, the senate has passed a rev- 


€JH.*e bill. 
- -Estimates place the additional rev- 
enue it will raise at approximately a 
billion and a quarter. It may be in- 
structive to examine its terms and, 
assuming that it eventually becomes 
law, gather an idea of the sources of 
national income. 


Even with a normal income tax of 


8 per cent and surtaxes mounting to 55 
per cent, income, estate and gift taxes 
provide only 350 millions, but of this 
amount over 50 millions come from 
an increase in the corporation income 
tax. This increase was slight because 
cocgress has learned that a corporation 
income tax is really a sales tax. 


Upon oil, gasoline, radios, autos, 


trucks, cosmetics, jewelry, fire arms, 
matches, gum, furs, and the ingredi- 
ents of beer and wine an additional 500 
millions is raised. This too is s. sales 
tax-although upon articles not essen- 
tial, to life, needful as the}- are for life 
as we Eve it. 


Then 375 millions are raised through 


postal increases and taxes on tele- 
phones, telegraphs, amusements, real 
estate and stock and bond transfers 
and bank checks. 


Assuming that this measure will 


raise ample funds to balance the budg- 
et, and that the present congress 
will TO>t continue to spend beyond its 
I 


means, the spread of the expense of j 
government is laid pretty well upon 
everyone and not much upon someone. 


Income taxes, the goose that has al- 


ways laid the golden eggs all in a row 
but has been choked until its slim 
tongue is hanging out, are unable to 
provide anywheres near enough to 
support the extravagances of the gov- 
ernment at Washington. Our expen- 
sesf.Hsve. arisen so enormously that 
we are forced to find other means of 
meeting them. That is why the peo- 
ple are directly footing the bills. 


We have witnessed during much of 


the last six months—and the spectacle 
is mot- yet over—a democracy at its 
worst. We have seen congress fid- 
dling away its time in idle gestures, in 
empty words, in personal animosities, 
its members flaying the air when they 
-weren't flaying each other, while 
the institutions of the country were 
crumbling, while employment "was pe- 
tering out, while great national edifices 
were burning. All that was asked of 
it was to so quit spending or to so 
raise" revenue that the country and the 
world might know that we had quit 
sliding down the chute to bankruptcy.

lions practically one-half of its mem- 
bers have been so actuated by greed 
and avarice as to bleed the country 
out of millions of dollars in the ap- 
pointment to positions of profit, of rel- 
atives who never did any work. 


Mr. Hoover, we think, has little 


chance for reelection. But if he could 
keep this congress in session until 
November showing the country day by 
day what a wasteful and selfish organ- 
ization it has turned out to be, he 
might, from the bare fact that it op-

But let us deal with the governor's 


remedy, a most important part of ev- 
ery discussion concerning an-ailment. 
The- only remedy advanced was con- 
tained in this elusive, indefinite gen- 
eralization: 


'The country needs and, unless 1 


mistake its temper, the country de- 
mands bold, persistent experimentation. 
It is common sense to take a. method 
and try it; if it fails admit it frankly 
and try another but, above aH, try 
something." 
That kind of a statement leaves us 


with an unhappy sense of emptiness. 
You might as well tell a sick person 
to enter yon drug store and keep try- 
ing medicines until he got one that 
cured him. But if you ever tell a 
sick person that, it may be well to send 
for the undertaker at the same time. 


The country certainly does not 


need, isn't demanding and won't have, 
any "bold, persistent experimentation." 
It has had so much of that it has de- 
veloped colic. It needs experimenta- 
tion. There is no progress without it. 
But it must be the cautious sort of ex- 
perimentation that feels its way, wary 
and heedful, step by step. 


Bold experimentation is just another 


way of expressing wild plunging, 
jumping off in the dark. There has 
been so much experimentation in ev- 
ery line of human endeavor that what 
we would have is something approach- 
ing reasoned explanation, and be 
mighty certain before we let go the 
virtues we have that the experiment 
will not lose them for us without gain- 
ing something better. 


Insofar as committing himself to 


any plan or program Mr. Roosevelt's 
speeches have been perfectly harmless. 
Insofar as helping the country they 
have been perfectly useless. But they 
contain the great political virtue of 
arousing no opposition excepting from 
people who are yearning for some- 
thing more at this time than mere 
chaste words scrupulously selected.

A SCHOOL FOB XEBVOTJS 


A few of onr old subscribers may 


remember, but for the benefit of 
new ones who have discovered this 
column since the first session of the 
school we had better- let the precep- 
tress begin her recital all over: 


"I have a little girl aged 4 


who is perfectly healthy and 
normal in every respect, yet on 
the slightest provocation she 
vomits. The finest pediatricians 
in the city say it's a habit and 
nothing else, but they offer no 
remedy for such a habit, . ." 
At this point, in the first session, 


we broke in on the recital to say 
what we think, about pediatricians, 
which is precious little. On this oc- 
casion suffice to remark that the 
neurotic-disposition manifests in the 
readiness with which the parents of 
the child ran to the specialists. At 
least that is what it speHs to my 
nind. 


"Totr see, she Is a-pooe-eater— 
little or no appetite, has to be- 
coaxed and pleaded-with to eat. 
I have tried 'not forcing' but 
taking her plate away and put- 
ting her to bed without food. It 
doesn't bother her, tho. Break- 
fast she detests — she'll start 
gagging at the sight of oatmeal 
or a cooked egg. Fve tried giv- 
ing her a, glass of (an insipid 
food nostrum) with a raw egg 
mixed thoroly with the powder 
so she can't taste it—in that 
•way she gets her egg and mint 
all in one—but she Trill start at 
9 a. m. and sometimes at 10J.5 
she still hasn't taken it- "When 
this happens I have to threaten 
her. If that doesn't help I spank 
her. But she is stubborn. She 
knows I mean to punish her if 
she doesn't drink or eat, yet 
she'll just sit there and "wait for 
me to loss my patience. I expect 
another baby in September and 
owing to my condition perhaps I 
become impatient and angry 
sooner than I ordinarily -would. 
Yet if I allow her to go without 
her food she loses her color and 
seems to get thinner too. I never 
have to scold or spank except 
at mealtime or jJSt before meal- 
time. This affects me disastrous- 
ly. I get nervous indigestion be- 
fore I've even looked at food. 


Is there nothing I can do be- 


sides scold, spank or lock in a 
closet 
It will be a terrible example 


for another baby to have to con- 
tinue like this."

Place proper food before the child at 
the regular meal time, and then give 
the child's appetite, eating or failure 
to eat no further attention. Ignore 
the whole thing. There must be no 
discussion of the child's appetite or 
faflurs to eat this or that or even 
the child's refusal of this or that 
item of food. Indeed, such discussion 
of -food, appetite, eating, digestion 
or nutrition at table is always out 
of place and always 
harmful to 


everybody present, especially to an 
invalid or a near-invalid. Anything 
and everything else but food shoulc 
be discussed at table.

able time for a meal, say fifteen 
minutes for breakfast, twenty for 
lunch, and" half an hoar for dinner 
and require the child to remain to 
table that length of time as a mat 
ter of etiquette, whether tl e time is 
devoted to the business of eating or 
not.If chfld rebels at taking raw egg 
mixed or with other food, but -ml 
eat egg scrambled or fried or hard 
boiled or poached, why, it is surely 
more hygienic to serve the egg the 
way the child prefers it.

sing -winds of popular favor. 


-Some of them joined the prohibi- 


tion movement, with all the zeal of 
crusaders, long before it had any 
standing in the country. They did 
not "permit critcism and tmpopular- 
Ity to dissuade them then, and there 
are no signs that they will permit it 
te dissuade them now. 


It is one thing to convince the 


-political drys that a. modification or 
resubmission plank is the thing and 
quite another matter to convince the 
organization drys. 


And thus far no one has claimed 


that the leaders of the organization 
drys have found any suggested re- 
submission plank "aceeplable."
